ip a public speech not to act with the dem- 
ocratic party or go into a democratic caucus, 
as this would at once have secured bis 
defeat by the democrats, who had such an 
overwheimin majority in the 
legislat ure W bat he terms the bourbon 
wing of the demcericy of Georgia fought 
him bitterly in bis whole campaign. By 
bourbon democrats he means those who dn 
1868 pronounced the reconstruction meas- 
ures unconstitutional, null and void, and 
undertook to elect a presidential! candidate 
on that platform, and who stil! believes and 
avow that the reconstruction acts are UDCOn- 
stitutional, . null and vyoid. General 
Toom bs, a distin; guished bourbon demoerat, 
a few sickens before Mie. Brown's election 
delivered a speech against Lim in Atlanta, 
in which he jus stifled the course of the 
democracy in 1568 in laying down the plat 
form that the reconstruction acts were 
unconstitutional, nuil and void, and he 
avowed that he stil! held them to be uncon- 
stitutional, nuil and void. A democrat 
who wil! take this position Senator Brown 
terms a bourbon. be wing of the democ- 
racy of Georgin which is led by those 
assuming this position is what he termed 
the bourbon democracy. 

Senator Brown says be in no case said or 
intimated to any one that he wou'din any 
event supporta republican candidate for 
sergeant at arms e also says he did not 
visit Georgia about the end of Fe bruary or 
first of March, but visited his home towards 
the close ot January and remained there 
until after the lst of February, and he 
denies that any republican or any body else 
who conversed with him, heard him state 
that be bad changed his mind or his course 
or that he said he had found the seniiment 
of Georgia so strong in favor of the demo- 
crats that he cou!d not afford to oppose it, 
and would be compelled tw cast his lot with 
the democratic organization of the senate. 
He says distinctly that it was wel] under- 
stood by everybody at the tima of bis elec- 
tion that his lot was already cast with the 
national democracy, an tbat he intended 
to continue to act with them. 

He aiso says the report that he took the 
position he now holds with a view to the 
leadership of the democracy in the senate 
is without the slightest foundation. He 
neither considers himself the leader of the 
senate, nor does he desire the responsibility 
of that position. But he expects while he 
remains in the senate to repel all unjust 
aspersions against the character of his state 
and the people whom he represents He 
denies that he has ever said to any one that 
it would pay him better to go with the bour- 
bon democrats, or that be is now a bourbon 
democrat, or that he intends to be one 
He is simply a democrat acting with the 
national democratic party, and in 
favor, as he was when he was elected, of a 
free ballot and a fair count and a faituful 
execution of the laws. He admits the 
validity of the constitutional amendments 
tothe fullest extent andis forcarrying them 
out in the strictest good faith. He 1s for 
the improvement of the rivers and harbors 
of his state and for the development of her 
manufacturing, agricultural and mineral in- 
terests. Hestill believes, as he did the night 
before his election, that the world moves 
and that he must move with it, and he does 
not consider it necessary to abandon the 
democracy and join the republican party in 
order that he may hold ur practice these 
views. 

He is satisfied that he has the confidence 
of a large majority of the republican party 
of Georgia, who, while they knew he was 
not a republican, believed he would do the 
could for the interest of their state 
and of the whole country. He believes, as 
he stated in the senate the other day, that 
the republican party has dealt falsely with 
the colored race; that it has not given that 
race the position to which it was entitled; 
that it has used the colored people as a 
convenience for its own power and aggran 
dizement, and he has no deubt that the 
colored leaders, seeing the injuctice done 
them, will in large numbersaily themselves 
with the democracy in future and that they 
will be kindiy and cordially received and 
justly treated by the democrats.

He believes he is the 
only senator who has raised his voice in

as dstinguished from those who had 
learned nothing since the war. Republicars 
n the other band, classed him with those 
who acknowledged no _ political af 
‘inities but with republican  ten- 
dencies, It was leit for Mr 
brown in the senate to clear this up before 
thecountry. The people of Georgia knew, 
und others who had cared to inquire might 
easily have learned, that he was elected as 
a thorough and consistent democrat, but he 
himself having piaced that fact on ibe 
records of congress there was no excuse [ 
ignorance of it, consequently, the repubii 
cation in a New York paper today reflect- 
ing upon Mr. Brown and purporting to bea 
dispateh from thiscity bears marks of having 
been revamped from old _ files’ by 
some one with an idle -heur 
in the heme office. At any rate, 
itis not cply not news, but is so full of 
inaccuracies as to justify a suspicion o! 
astonishing boldness or iguurance in the 
constraction of the article. The Congres 
sional Record for the past month contairs 
a pretty complete history of Senator Brown's 
public eareer, which was ey pong pay in 
ine winter by publications in the Wor! 
and elsewbere detailing the circumstances 
of hiselection tothe senate. Yet, thinkirg 
‘bat perhaps the stories revived in the sean 
York paper to day could be more properly 
met and set at rest by a direct reply 
to them in the order pub 
lished, I called upon Senator Brown this 
evening. He had not before seen tic 
article, not being a reader of the paper coa- 
taining it, but after reading he said in 
substance that it would be difficult to make 
a statement of the same length as that 
article with more errors in it. He had 
made no change in his position since his 
election to the senate, and had deceived no 
one. On no occasion had he said to any 
one that he would not go into the demo- 
eratic caucus, or that he was an independent 
democrat in the sense in which that term is

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He bas proclaimed himself
